Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. declared the polls open at 11:00 AM for voting by ballot on 
Article 1 (the election of Town Officers), and Articles 2 and 3(Amendments to Town Ordinances). 
Polls will close at 7:30 PM unless the Town votes to keep the polls open to a later hour. All 
other Articles will be presented, discussed and acted upon starting at 7:30 PM.

To the Inhabitants of the Town of Sugar Hill, in the County of Grafton, and the State of 
New Hampshire, qualified to vote in Town affairs: 


You are hereby notified that the Annual Town Meeting of the Town of Sugar Hill, New 
Hampshire, will be held at the Meetinghouse on Tuesday, March 14, 1995, at 7:30 PM to 
act on the following subjects: 


Moderator Whitney stated we had voted by ballot on Article 1, 2 and 3. The Selectmen have 
advised the Moderator that Town Counsel has advised them that Article 2 and 3 are not legal 
Articles. 


Before we start the meeting, Mr. Whitney said he would like to do a few things. Each year 
for quite some time Meri and Mike Hern have provided absolutely marvelous meals for the 
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people who work the polls. They have done it again this year and those of us who eat these 
meals wish to express our gratitude. Sybil Norton was thanked for her many years of service 
as a ballot clerk. 


ARTICLE 4. To raise such sums of money as may be necessary to defray Town Charges 
and make appropriations of the same as set forth in the following budget. Moderator Whitney 
called for a motion on Article 4.

Question - What does General Government Buildings include. 

Answer - Meetinghouse, Town Garage and Fire Station. 

Question - Civil Defense and Patriotic Purposes. Please explain. 

Answer - If we are attacked by an enemy and need civil defense we have an item in the 
budget to work with. Patriotic Purposes - July 4th parade in Franconia and flags for the 
cemetery and Meetinghouse. 

Question - Parks & Recreation explanation. 

Answer - Tri-Town recreation program administered by the Town of Franconia. 

There being no further questions Moderator Whitney called for a vote on Article 4. All in 
favor were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 5. Tosee ifthe Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of three thousand 
dollars ($3,000) for cemetery maintenance and to withdraw the accumulated income accrued 
during 1994 from the Cemetery Trust Funds to reduce the appropriation. (The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation.) 


A motion was made by William Pinney to pass over Article 5, seconded by Deborah McIlwaine. 
Mr Pinney explained there is enough money in the fund to do what is necessary. 


All in favor of the motion to pass over Article 5 were asked to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed 
“No”. The “Ayes” have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 6. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of one thousand 
two hundred dollars ($1,200) to be placed in the Gale River Gravel Bar Expendable Trust 
Fund. (The Selectmen recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by John McIlwaine seconded by Bruce Perlo. 
No discussion. 


Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. asked all in favor of Article 6 to signify by saying “Aye”, 
opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 7. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five thousand 
dollars ($5,000) to be placed in the Police Capital Reserve Fund. (The Selectmen recommend 
this appropriation.) 


Moved by James McCusker seconded by Bruce Perlo. 
No discussion. 


All in favor of Article 7 were asked by Moderator Whitney to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed 
“No”. The “Ayes” have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 8. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of twenty- 
seven thousand five hundred dollars ($27,500) to be placed in the Highway Department Heavy 
Equipment Capital Reserve Fund. (The Selectmen recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by Harold Aldrich seconded by Bruce Perlo. 


Selectman Paul Pinkham explained these are ongoing reserve funds which include Articles 
9, 10, 11 and 12 for which a plan was established in 1992 by the Planning Board. This plan 
is available for the public to look at. 


Selectman William E. Williams, Jr. further explained these funds are set up for specific 
purchases so we don’t have to come into a Town Meeting and ask for fifty or more thousand 
dollars for an item all at once. These funds cover new trucks, sanders, etc. 


No further discussion. 


All in favor of Article 8 were asked by Moderator Whitney to signify by saying “Aye“, opposed 
“No”. The “Ayes” have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 9. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of seven thousand 
dollars ($7,000) to be placed in the Meetinghouse Capital Reserve Fund. (The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by Deborah McIlwaine seconded by Harold Aldrich. 


Roger Aldrich asked to be assured by the Selectmen that fifty cents of this amount would 
be used to replace the light bulb. 


Selectman Williams assured him they would. Selectman Williams further explained the amount 
asked for would be used to refinish the floor in this meeting room and to replace a heat exchanger 
in the furnace. 


No further discussion. 


Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. asked all those in favor of Article 9 to signify by saying “Aye”, 
opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 10. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of eighteen 
thousand dollars ($18,000) to be placed in the Fire Department Heavy Equipment Capital 
Reserve Fund. (The Selectmen recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by Harold Aldrich seconded by James McCusker. 
No discussion. 


All in favor of Article 10 were asked by Moderator Whitney to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed 
“No”. The “Ayes” have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 11. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of six hundred 
dollars ($600) to be placed in the Historical Museum Expendable Trust Fund. (The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by John McIlwaine seconded by Sarah Pinney. 
No discussion. 


Moderator Whitney asked all in favor of Article 11 to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. 
The “Ayes” have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 12. To see if the Town will vote to name the Selectmen as agents of the Town 
to carry out the objectives designated by the Town in the Meetinghouse Capital Reserve Fund. 


Moved by Bruce Perlo seconded by William Pinney. 


Moderator Whitney asked all in favor of Article 12 to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. 
The “Ayes” have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate a sum not to exceed 
five thousand dollars ($5,000) to conduct a feasibility study on the Town roads. (The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by Lee Williams seconded by Star Ford. 
Linda Mitchell asked for an explanation. 


Selectman Williams stated our roads are deteriorating very badly. We do not want to be in 
a position to have to come to this Town and say we need six hundred and fifty thousand dollars 
to replace roads. What the Selectmen are attempting to do here is create a study so they can 
come to the voters next year and say what the condition of each road is. Road Agent Douglas 
Glover has taken some technical training in this and made arrangements with UNH to do 
the study. It will probably be less than $2,000 dollars but the Selectmen wanted to be sure 
we had enough funds to cover it. It will be done this summer and presented to the voters 
next year. A summation of the estimated cost will be presented and you the voters can decide. 
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No further discussion. 


Moderator Whitney asked all in favor of Article 13 to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. 
The “Ayes” have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 14. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of two thousand 
dollars ($2,000) for sidewalk repair. (The Selectmen recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by Janet Wakefield seconded by Lee Williams. 
Dennis Cote asked if this covers all the sidewalks in Town, or if the Selectmen have a plan. 


Selectman Richard Bielefield responded enough to start with. We will know after that what 
additional amount is needed. The State is going to be doing some. 


Dennis Cote asked if more could be done this year if the appropriation is increased. 
Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. said the appropriation can only be increased by 10% or $200.00. 


Selectman Bielefield mentioned this is a job for the Highway Department and it depends 
on the amount of time they have to do this work. 


Steven Samaha asked if the feasibility study could include the sidewalks. 


Selectman Williams responded it does. What we don’t know is how much the State is doing 
on Rt. 117. 


No further discussion. 


Moderator Whitney asked all those in favor of Article 14 to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed 
“No”. The “Ayes” have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 15. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the purchase of a new cruiser 
for the Police Department for an amount not to exceed eighteen thousand dollars ($18,000) 
and designate the Selectmen as agents of the Town to withdraw and expend money from 
the Police Department Capital Reserve Fund for the purposes of this vote. (The Selectmen 
recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by Bruce Perlo seconded by James McCusker. 


Selectman Pinkham explained the purpose of this article is to replace the 1989 Chevrolet 
cruiser that has approximately one hundred twenty-seven thousand miles on it. 


No further discussion. 


Moderator Whitney asked all those in favor of Article 15 to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed 
“No”. The “Ayes” have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 16. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the purchase of a new highway 
sander for the Highway Department for an amount not to exceed ten thousand dollars ($10,000) 
and designate the Selectmen as agents of the Town to withdraw and expend money from 
the Highway Department Heavy Equipment Capital Reserve Fund for the purpose of this 
vote. (The Selectmen recommend this appropriation.) 


Moved by Harold Aldrich seconded by Steven Samaha. 
Selectman Pinkham explained this is to replace a sander that is eight years old. 


Anne Foss asked what was to be done with the old sander. 
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Selectman Pinkham responded it would probably be offered for salvage. 
No further discussion. 


Moderator Whitney asked all those in favor of Article 16 to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed 
“No”. The “Ayes” have it. None opposed. 


ARTICLE 17. Tosee if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of five hundred 
dollars ($500) for the support of the BIG BROTHERS/SISTERS OF NORTHERN NEW 
HAMPSHIRE program administered by the Tri-County Community Action Program. 
Agreeable to a petition by ten (10) voters. (The Selectmen have taken no position on this 
appropriation.) 


Moved by Star Ford seconded by Douglas Glover. 
Discussion followed. 
Those who spoke were not in favor of funding a non-profit organization. 


Moderator Whitney called for a vote on Article 17. All in favor were asked to signify by 
saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “No” votes have it. There were very few scattered Yes votes. 


ARTICLE 18. To transact any other business that may legally come before this meeting. 


Given under our hands and seals this 16th day of March, Nineteen Hundred and Ninety- 
five. Board of Selectmen; William E. Williams, Jr., Paul W. Pinkham and Richard Bielefield. 


Selectman William E. Williams, Jr. announced that after 20 years of dedicated service Planning 
Board member Philip Robertson has retired. A standing ovation was given Mr. Robertson. 


Selectman Williams has a request as a State Legislator. The Glencliff Home for the Elderly 
in Benton is part of the economic base of Southern Grafton County. There is a question if 
it will be continued. The Selectmen have been asked with the voters’ approval to sign a resolution. 
The resolution was read by Selectman Williams. 


RESOLUTION 


Whereas, we, the residents of the Town of Sugar Hill, have duly assembled and have thoughtfully 
considered the future of the Glencliff Home for the Elderly; 


Whereas the Glencliff Home for the Elderly provides service of incomparable quality to the 
most needy citizens of New Hampshire; 


Whereas the Glencliff Home for the Elderly employs 181 people; 


Whereas the Glencliff Home for the Elderly is important to the continued economic vitality 
of our area; 


Whereas the buildings at the Glencliff Home are aging and in need of renovation; 


Now, therefore, the residents of the Town of Sugar Hill urge their Governor, Stephen Merrill, 
and the Members of the General Court, to provide their support for the continued operation 
and for the proposed improvements at the Glencliff Home for the Elderly. 


This resolution was adopted by majority vote at Town Meeting on the ——— day of March, 
1995. Board of Selectmen. 


Discussion followed. 
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Selectman Williams made the resolution a motion and it was seconded by Philip Robertson. 
Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. asked all those in favor of having the Selectmen sign the 
resolution to signify by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. None opposed. 


Roger Aldrich said he would like to add that Philip Robertson was one of the original members 
to form the Town of Sugar Hill. 


Moderator Robert Whitney, Jr. stepped off the chair as Moderator to make a couple of statements. 


By law the Moderator is responsible for the conduct of the elections. Last year you voted 
to open the polls at 8:00 AM rather than 11:00 AM. Moderator Whitney said we have a long 
suffering group of people that have to do this job. Your vote means they have to be here 
by 7:30 AM to set up for the elections and remain all day until the polls close at 7:30 PM. 
Moderator Whitney remarked that these people are highly overpaid. For example the ballot 
clerks received $10.00 each. Next year there may be an Article to vote on to go back to the 
hours of 11:00 AM to 7:30 PM. Moderator Whitney said he would like to make a personal 
plea that you consider it and see if you find it a reasonable article to vote in favor of it as 
it does put quite a strain on those working the elections. 


No further business. 


Moved by Bruce Perlo seconded by Star Ford to adjourn. All in favor were asked to signify 
by saying “Aye”, opposed “No”. The “Ayes” have it. None opposed.

You are hereby notified that the Annual Town Meeting of the Town of Sugar Hill, New 
Hampshire, will be held at the Meetinghouse on Tuesday, March 12, 1996, at 7:30 p.m., to 
act on the following subjects: 


Polls will open at 11 a.m. for voting by ballot on Article 1 (election of Town Officers) and 
Articles 2 and 3 (Amendments to Town ordinances). Polls will close at 7:30 p.m. unless the 
Town votes to keep the polls open to a later hour. All other Articles will be presented, discussed 
and acted upon starting at 7:30 p.m. 


ARTICLE 1. To vote by nonpartisan ballot for the following Town Officers: 


A Moderator for a term of two (2) years 

One Selectman to serve for a term of three (3) years 

A Town Treasurer to serve for a term of one (1) year 

A Town Clerk to serve for a term of one (1) year 

A Tax Collector to serve for a term of one (1) year 

An Overseer of Public Welfare to serve for a term of one (1) year 
A Library Trustee to serve for a term of three (3) years 

A Town Auditor to serve for a term of one (1) year 

A Trustee of Trust Funds to serve for a term of three (3) years 
Two Zoning Board of Adjustment members to serve for a term of three (3) years 
A Board of Cemetery Trustee to serve for a term of three (3) years 
A Supervisor of Checklist to serve for a term of (6) years 

And such other Town Officers as may be required by law. 


ARTICLE 2. (To vote by official ballot) 

To see if the Town will vote to amend Article 11 of the existing Sugar Hill Zoning Ordinance 
relating to Light Commercial Use. The official copy of the amendment is on file and available 
to the public at the Office of the Town Clerk and will be on display on the day of the meeting.

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CAROLINA CRAPO MEMORIAL TRUST - 1995 


The voters approval of the expansion plans of the Lafayette Regional School Board, which 
included the discontinuance of the Carolina Crapo Building for use as a school, brought about 
the premature termination of the funds accumulation period, which was scheduled for 1999. 


In September of 1996, when the ownership of the building passed from the Lafayette Regional 
School Board to whomever the Court approves as owners, the Fund will change its purpose 
from accumulating to providing income to the new owners for the maintenance of the property. 


In September of 1995, we sent letters to voters and property owners asking for volunteers 
for a committee to review various options for the Building’s future. Several replies were received 
and a meeting was held on September 29. At that meeting the Sugar Hill Improvement 
Association was elected to assume this responsibility. 


Prior to the property transfer in September, we will change the direction of the Fund from 
growth to the generating of income by rearranging our present portfolio of investments. 


1995 was an excellent year for the Fund with an increase of $108,609 or 23.1% over the 
prior year.

The extended use of the computer at the Town offices and the introduction of additional 
software have greatly eased the work of auditing the various records and reports. The Trust 
Funds are now computerized and excellent controls and records are being maintained.

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SELECTMENS’ REPORT 


The year of 1995 was one of change. We, as the Selectmen, had to change some of our 
objectives in mid-stream, while other changes worked as programmed. 


Initially, we had an opportunity to resurface the driveway and parking area at the 
Meetinghouse. While we had not originally planned to use the Meetinghouse Capital Reserve 
Fund for this purpose this year, we were offered a very attractive price and felt it would 
be unwise if we did not take advantage of it. We believe that the finished result is a needed 
addition and is attractive. 


We were also forced to work most of the year without Patrolman Richard Prescott. On 
January 18, 1995, Officer Prescott filed a Worker’s Compensation claim for work related injuries 
to both wrists and his left elbow. Our insurance carrier denied the claim as non-work related. 
The resultant hearings before the Labor Board and further negotiations resulted in a lump 
sum settlement by our carrier. Officer Prescott has resigned from our Police Department 
and Chief Richard Donovan is actively seeking a full-time replacement. Unfortunately, because 
of the Worker’s Compensation law, we had to keep Officer Prescott’s position open until he 
could return to work or a resignation settlement could be reached. Therefore, Chief Donovan, 
along with several special officers, handled all law enforcement for the majority of the year. 


We conducted the authorized feasibility study of Town roads. The study was done by UNH 
and resulted in a lengthy and detailed report. We will, therefore, recommend in this year’s 
warrant that a study committee be formed to recommend the implementation of the report. 
In addition, we will also recommend that a study committee be formed to evaluate our degree 
of police protection versus monies appropriated for the service. 


Finally, we reached an agreement with DOT and spent our $2,000 sidewalk appropriation, 
plus some road department man hours, replacing the old sidewalk bordering Route 117 from 
Sunset Hill Road to just short of South Road. Some of the old sidewalk was relocated while 
other portions were topped to be made level. We will not recommend any further sidewalk 
repair until the road feasibility committee offers their overall recommendations. 


It should also be noted that Doug Glover and Ron Leavitt deserve our heartfelt thanks for 
their exemplary work in dealing with the numerous floods, downed trees, ice and snow, and 
general turmoil of the past year. We hope Mother Nature has vented her last severe lash 
on Sugar Hill for many years to come. 


In closing, we, the Selectmen, wish to thank the Town for allowing us to serve and hope 
that we have proven worthy. 


Board of Selectmen 
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PLANNING BOARD 


The pressure for subdivisions abated somewhat in 1995. Mostly such applications came from 
residents who were making small adjustments for the future. 


However, with the increase in local taxes, the Planning Board has been approached on a 
number of occasions to try to ease our light commercial restrictions. The Planning Board 
feels that additional housing in Town never increases the tax base enough to pay for the needed 
increased services. Our latest regional school expansion is good proof of that fact. 


What is needed is more businesses in Town to increase the tax base, but still keep the Town 
as rural as possible. This is a hard balance to maintain. As this is written the Planning Board 
is having a number of public meetings to try to get input from residents and to formulate 
a more open plan for increased businesses in Sugar Hill. 


Last year the Selectmen had a comprehensive study made of our Town roads. The Planning 
Board had been pushing for such a study for some time. With a master plan for our roads, 
we can do a better job of addressing future subdivisions and the problems they entail. We 
hope the Town will give a great deal of thought to this problem. 


Lastly, as of the Town Meeting last year, Phil Robertson resigned as chairman after twenty- 
five years of devoted service to the Planning Board and all other aspects of our Town. He 
was one of our founding fathers. So we wish again to thank him for all he has done. He 
continues to help the Planning Board with good advice and helps us greatly as a long-time 
member of the North Country Council. 


The Planning Board meets on the first Tuesday of each month at the Meetinghouse. We 
very much wish that more people would come and tell us of their concerns about the Town’s 
future. At times we are operating in a vacuum. 


We have several new and younger members of the Planning Board which bodes well for 
the future. We need more ladies and younger people on the Board. The future is with them 
anyhow.

We rendered assistance 10 times to our neighboring towns, including 4 structure fires, covered 
vacant fire stations on 2 occasions, and 4 miscellaneous incidents. 


We unfortunately had 2 serious structure fires in 1995, and although we were unable to 
control the first one (which essentially was fully involved upon arrival), we made a very successful 
stop on the 2nd one, due to an aggressive interior attack by our members, and those of the 
Franconia and Easton Fire Depts. In addition, the Easton Fire Dept. handled a smoke 
investigation for us while we fought the 2nd fire, and Lisbon covered our vacant station on 
both fires. 


On all structure fires in Sugar Hill, our County fire dispatch center automatically sends 
the Franconia and Easton Fire Departments. In fact, for Sugar Hill citizens in the Rt. 18 
and Streeter Pond sections of town, the first arriving fire truck at the scene, will be apparatus 
from Franconia. 


A new high capacity portable pump was installed on our newly refurbished tanker, and 
piped directly to the tank, which has at least tripled the effectiveness of this truck. The tanker 
can now load or off load by itself. Previously, the tanker could only dump its water into a 
portable collapsible tank, and another pump was required to fill the tanker. 


All of our self-contained breathing apparatus was upgraded with the latest face masks and 
regulators, to take advantage of the latest technology in breathing equipment. 


We participated in 3 mutual aid drills with our neighbors, including a class sponsored by 
our department on liability and fire apparatus safe driving practices, presented by our liability 
insurance carrier. 


We initiated a program of better mounting and placement of equipment on all of our apparatus, 
to improve efficiency. 


We extend our appreciation to the citizens of Sugar Hill for their support during the year, 
and to the assistance rendered to us by the Franconia and Easton Fire Departments, and 
the Franconia Life Squad.

In calendar year 1995, our three (3) leading causes of fires were Children, Non-Permit fires 
not properly extinguished and Smoking Materials. 


Violations of RSA 224:27 II, the fire permit law and the other burning laws of the State 
of New Hampshire, are misdemeanors punishable by fines of up to $2,000 and/or a year in 
jail. Violators are also liable for all fire suppression costs. 


To aid your Forest Fire Warden, Fire Department and State Forest Fire Officials, contact 
your local Warden or Fire Department to find out if a permit is required. This also helps 
to prevent unnecessary response to a controlled burn.

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GRAFTON COUNTY COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 


The Grafton County Board of Commissioners is pleased to present the following reports 
and financial statements. We hope they will increase your understanding of Grafton 
County’s finances and operations and assure citizens that their County tax dollars have 
been expended wisely. 


During FY 1995, funds received exceeded the budget by $163,615.52 for a total of 
$14,981,914.52 in actual County revenues. This was primarily due to the receipt of Medicaid 
Proportionate Share Payment, given by the Federal Government to partially offset the cost 
of serving a disproportionate share of Medicaid recipients at the County Nursing Home. 


Actual expenditures totaled $14,598,041.22 which was $220,257.78 less than had been 
budgeted. This includes $378,525 paid to the State of New Hampshire to enable the County 
to receive $757,050 in Medicaid Proportionate Share Payment, for a net receipt of $378,525 
which was used by the County to start a Nursing Home Capital Reserve Account in the amount 
of $200,000 and the balance going to surplus to help reduce the amount to be raised by County 
taxes. Expenditures for Medical Referee, Dispatch Center, Grafton County Conservation 
District, and Outside Counsel were all a little overexpended based on what was budgeted, 
but all other County departments were well under their budgeted amounts. 


The bottom line for FY 1995 showed that revenues exceeded expenditures by $383,873.30 
leaving the County in a sound financial position at the end of its fiscal year. The Commissioners 
feel extremely proud of this financial picture, which exemplifies good management by all 
County department heads, both elected and appointed. 


Grafton County experienced some major changes during FY 1995, some of which were the 
retirement of Douglas “Bum” Bigelow who served the County with forty-four years of dedicated, 
loyal service. The Commissioners would also like to take the opportunity to thank former 
Commissioner Betty Jo Taffe for her years of dedicated service to the citizens and employees 
of Grafton County. The Commisssioners would also like to extend their thanks to Joanne Mann 
for doing an excellent job as Acting Administrator of the Nursing Home through November 
of 1994. At that time, Mr. John Will came on board as the Nursing Home Administrator, 
and we would like to welcome Mr. Will and inform you he has done a superb job thus far. 
Last but not least, we would like to welcome our newest Commissioner, Mr. Steve Panagoulis, 
Vice-Chairman, Grafton County Board of Commissioners, District 83. Commissioner Panagoulis 
brings a great deal of knowledge and sound judgement to the Board, and has shown those 
qualities since January, 1995. We feel Commissioner Panagoulis is a great asset to the citizens 
and employees of Grafton County. 


FY 1995 was another busy year for the Department of Corrections. Admissions were up, 
although inmate days decreased slightly. The Electronic Monitoring Program continues to 
grow, and appears to be an excellent form of alternative sentencing, and now has expanded 
to include the Drug Freedom Program which is funded through a grant from the Attorney 
General’s Office. Superintendent Bird continues utilizing many volunteers for a number of 
in-house programs. 


The Grafton County Nursing Home has seen changes during the past year in the following 
areas: computer hardware upgrade, and adding a new part-time dietary aide to help serve 
meals. In May, Cheryl Ridley, RN, became our new Director of Nursing, our census continues 
to grow, and our Staff Development Coordinator has implemented a “Quality Assurance” 
program in-house. 
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The Commissioners are extremely proud of the Whole Village Family Resource Center project, 
which continues on track, and hopefully will be completed by the end of the next fiscal year. 
We are certain it will benefit many citizens and their families in Southeastern Grafton County. 


All other County departments were extremely busy during FY 1995. The County Treasurer 
did an excellent job investing County funds, and exceeded the budgeted interest revenue figure 
by $55,177.78. The new County Attorney has done an excellent job in his office, and the number 
of backlog cases has been reduced drastically. Our Sheriff’s Department and Dispatch Center 
continue to increase with activity, and remain as effective and efficient as always. Carol Elliott, 
Register of Deeds, and her staff also continue to be overwhelmed with work, and continue 
to do an excellent job and to generate a great deal of revenue for the County and the State 
of New Hampshire. 


For FY 1995, the Commissioners concluded with preparation of the FY 1996 County Budget, 
which was adopted by the County Legislative Delegation in late June. 


The Grafton County Board of Commissioners holds regular weekly meetings at the County 
Administration Building on Route 10 just north of the County Courthouse in North Haverhill, 
with periodic tours of the Nursing Home, Department of Corrections, County Farm, and 
Courthouse. The Commissioners also attend monthly meetings of the Grafton County Executive 
Committee. All meetings are public, with interested citizens and members of the press 
encouraged to attend. Call the Commissioners’ Office at 787-6941 to confirm date, time and 
schedule. 


In closing, we wish to express our appreciation to all staff members, elected officials, other 
agency personnel, and the public for their efforts in serving the citizens of Grafton County.

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NORTH COUNTRY COUNCIL 
Annual Report 


This last year has been a year of great growth for the Council. The high point of the year 
came with North Country Council’s move to the new regional resource center on November 
1. The center will provide expanded information, data and resources. It will bring together 
under one roof, public technical assistance providers, businesses and non-profits for regional 
advocacy and partnership. The new center, located at the Rocks Estate in Bethlehem, offers 
conference facilities, electronic network connections and technical assistance. 


It has also been a very productive year for the regional transportation planning program. 
We have undertaken a scenic byway project in the Connecticut River Valley involving 13 
towns, and will in the near future expand this effort to the remaining 38 towns in the region. 
We have also completed a list of projects to be included in the state ten-year highway plan. 
We have completed the North Country program for transportation enhancement funding and 
have been active in transportation projects at the local and regional level. 


We have had a successful public works development program this year. Littleton’s industrial 
development project and Conway’s sewer project are underway. We have started the work to 
fund a sewer expansion project in Haverhill and a water development project in Berlin. The 
total of these 4 projects exceeds $6.5 million. In addition, we have provided detailed engineering 
assistance and leadership on 16 additional projects across the region totaling $10 million. 


The Council hosted the third annual Ingenuity Fair which exhibited the manufacturing 
and business creativity of the North Country to 10,000 visitors. We also conducted our fourth 
annual business survey of the 3000+ businesses in the region. We have been working on the 
development of a regional commercial kitchen with the town of Lancaster and the State Rural 
Development Council. We also have updated the NCC industrial marketing video with support 
and assistance from, DRED and Fleet Bank. 


The Council continues to be actively involved in telecommunications, from a legislative and 
coordinative role. In addition, we have been participating in a variety of statewide forums 
to make sure our telecommunication needs as a region are being heard. 


Recognizing that adequate and affordable health care is an essential component of the region’s 
economic infrastructure, the Council is committed to supporting and facilitating regional efforts 
to improve the coordination and delivery of health care services. Our involvement has been 
prompted by our work with CHOICE, Inc., a non-profit education and cost containment 
organization that is affiliated with the NHMA. In that same period of time, we’ve been meeting 
with local health care providers to get their views on the region’s health care practices, problems, 
and potential solutions. 


On the solid waste front, the Council is providing solid waste technical assistance to all 
member towns on solid waste and recycling issues. 


We have continued our commitment to community planning assistance. We have provided 
4 training sessions in the region for local planning boards. We have also provided project 
assistance to 17 towns on local land use, planning and design issues and have worked with 
virtually every town in the region to answer short-term planning questions. 
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North Country Council is participating in a national demonstration highway planning corridor 
project with three other regional planning commissions along Route 16 under the auspices 
of the NH Department of Transportation. Our segment of this project involves approximately 
90 miles of Route 16 beginning at the southern end of the Mt. Washington Valley and ending 
in Wentworth Location. The project involves an intensive land use and transportation assessment 
and will be both GIS and data base formatted. The public participation process has been 
designed to involve all the communities along the corridor to develop innovative land use and 
traffic management recommendations. 


This coming year promises to build on the progress of 1995. We will see the growth and 
development of the regional center, the establishment of a business resource library and a 
community design center in cooperation with several major universities. On behalf of the Board 
of Directors of NCC, we thank you for your involvement in the Council and we look forward 
to serving you in 1996.

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NH EXECUTIVE COUNCIL - DISTRICT ONE REPORT 


As Executive Councilor for District One, it is a privilege for me to communicate with the 
citizens of this town and area which are a part of District One of 98 towns and four cities. 


The five member Executive Council is at the top of your Executive Branch of Government. 
The NH House and Senate make laws and pass into law a budget. It is then the constitutional 
and lawful duty of the Governor and Council to carry out those laws and budget. The entire 
Judicial Branch of judges are all nominated by the Governor and confirmed by the Council. 
The Governor and Council also nominate and confirm 267 Commissioners and Directors to 
terms of office in the various state executive branch departments. 


The Governor and Executive Council also are required by law to nominate and confirm dozens 
of citizens to various volunteer boards and commissions. If anyone is interested in serving, they 
should forward their resume directly to Governor Merrill or my office at the State House. A list 
of these boards and commissions may be obtained by calling my State House Office at 271-3632. 


The year ahead will prove challenging in the area of town, county and state administration 
of the recently passed House Bill 32 which reallocates, reorganizes most of the Health and 
Human Services Department of NH State Government. It is extremely important that local 
and county officials stay in close touch with their State Senators and State Representatives. 
I have asked Health & Human Services Commissioner Terry Morton to appoint at least 15- 
20 people from each county to act as advisers to this office as commission. If any of you are 
interested in serving, please call his office direct 1-800-852-3345 ext. 4331 or send him a note 
at this office on Hazen Drive, Concord, NH 03301 expressing your interest. 


As of this writing there is still about $270,000 waiting to be matched by local dollars in the 
Economic Development Matching Grant Program and $275,000 waiting to be matched in the Joint 
Tourist Promotional Program. Both of these programs can be accessed by calling 271-2411. 


Some 9 million dollars is waiting at the Office of State Planning (tel. no. 271-2155) in the 
Community Development Block Grant Program. A town, county, regional economic development 
council or other regional group is eligible to apply. 


The Governor’s Advisory Commission on Intermodal Transportation has submitted our 
recommendation to the Governor on various projects submitted to us by towns and regional 
planning commissions. It is now up to the Governor to submit his recommendations to the 
House and Senate by February 15, 1996 and then it’s up to those two bodies of state government 
as to the final disposition of the plan. I don’t look for much in the way of new highways, 
bridges and transportation projects due mainly to lack of money. Hopefully, we'll be able 
to keep in good repair the transportation system we’ve got. 


It is amazing the advice and technical assistance available in State Government to citizens, businesses 
and local municipalities. The Office of Industrial Development has a very attractive brochure listing 
technical, financial and community resources available for the asking by calling 271-2411. 


Should my office be of help in matters relating to the Executive Branch, please know that 
I welcome the opportunity to respond. It is a pleasure to serve you.

1995 Director’s Report 


1995-96 has been a challenging year for all healthcare providers, and WMMH&DS has not 
been exempt from the many pressures currently being exerted upon our field. Our outpatient 
mental health programs have been working to continue to provide high quality care in an 
environment in which brief, focused interventions have become essential. This new attention 
to “managing care” has meant that many people who were previously covered by health insurance 
for our services now find themselves uninsured or underinsured. In spite of this diffcult reality, 
we have continued to serve outpatients from locations in Littleton, Lincoln, Lancaster, Woodsville 
and Warren. MAINTAINING THIS VARIETY OF SITES IS COSTLY, BUT WE ARE 
ACUTELY AWARE OF THE PREFERENCE OF LOCAL COMMUNITIES TO HAVE 
MENTAL HEALTH SERVICES AVAILABLE LOCALLY. This year we have focused 
particularly on the needs of children and elders. We now offer an array of services to both 
of these populations. During 1995, based on feedback from the communities we serve, we 
have added staff in both of these programs. AS A RESULT of these efforts, we are now 
able to offer the following: 


SERVICES TO CHILDREN AND FAMILIES: 


* COMPREHENSIVE ASSESSMENTS OF CHILDREN AND FAMILIES, INCLUDING: 

- Psychological Testing by a Ph.D. Clinical Psychologist; 

- Substance Abuse Assessment by Certified Alcohol and Drug Abuse Counselor; 

- Clinical Assessment by a team of experienced clinicians, including a Board Certified 
Psychiatrist; 

- Medication Evaluation if indicated; 

- Vocational Assessment if indicated in the case of adolescent referrals; 

ANGER MANAGEMENT through participation in a specially developed Martial Arts 

curriculum designed and led by an experienced clinician and Martial Arts instructor; 

INTENSIVE EXPERIENTIAL PROGRAM (8 hours per day) for adolescents with severe 

behavioral and emotional problems; 

IN-SCHOOL SUPPORTS for children with severe emotional and behavioral problems; 

IDENTIFICATION AND COORDINATION of the network of services available to the 

family; 

FAMILY THERAPY; 

PLAY THERAPY; 

ASSESSMENT AND TREATMENT OF ATTENTIONAL DISORDERS, including 

medication recommendations when appropriate.

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NORTH COUNTRY HOME HEALTH AGENCY 
Report of 1995 Services 


With the arrival of 1996 comes North Country Home Health Agency’s 25th Anniversary 
providing home health care services to residents of Sugar Hill and surrounding communities. 
The Board of Directors are proud of the commitment of its experienced and qualified staff. 
NCHHA provides North Country residents with acute home care services (as a continuum 
of care or as an alternative to hospital care) and long term care (as an alternative to institutional 
placement). 


In July, 1995, after months of preparation and with overwhelming community support, 
NCHHA moved its Littleton facility and administrative headquarters into the renovated 
Littleton Christian School property at 536 Cottage Street. This new space gives NCHHA efficient 
space for staff, as well as wonderful classroom space for continuing education programs. 


The Medicare Certified Hospice Program continues to work in close collaboration with the 
volunteers from Hospice of the Littleton Area to provide a comprehensive plan of care and 
support for individuals with a terminal illness and their families. Twelve (12) clients and 
their families received expanded Medicare benefits from the certified hospice program at 
NCHHA during 1995. 


During 1995, 734 home care clients in Northern Grafton and Southern Coos Counties received 
42,668 home visits from NCHHA staff. In the Town of Sugar Hill, 13 residents received 567 
visits as follows: 


Disciplines # of Visits 
Nursing 107 
Home Health Aide 356 
Homemaker 37 
Physical Therapy 18 
Medical Social Service 24 
Companion 25 


More than 800 individuals received care at agency sponsored influenza immunization, blood 
pressure, blood sugar and foot care clinics. 


There are 70-80 professional, paraprofessional and trained staff employed at NCHHA, 
representing 45-50 full-time equivalent employees. 


Please feel free to call us if you have any questions concerning home care for yourself, a 
family member or friend. Offices are located in Gorham, Littleton, Lincoln and Woodsville. 


We look forward to continuing to earn your confidence as the home care provider and visiting 
nurse organization in Sugar Hill during 1996 and long into the future.

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HOSPICE OF THE LITTLETON AREA 
1995 Annual Report 


Hospice of the Littleton Area has completed its sixth year of providing volunteer services 
to residents of area communities. Our service area included the towns of Littleton, Bethlehem, 
Twin Mountain, Franconia, Sugar Hill, Easton, Lisbon, Lyman, Landaff, Monroe, Bath, and 
Woodsville/Haverhill. Volunteers provided supportive care at home, in hospitals and in nursing 
homes to 50 individuals and families coping with the final stages of illness. Volunteers also 
conducted a bereavement support group and a cancer support group. Volunteers gave over 
1300 hours in the provision of services. 


Hospice conducts a yearly training session for individuals interested in becoming volunteers 
or in increasing their knowledge about hospice care. In 1995, 17 individuals completed this 
training program. In an effort to better serve the Woodsville and Haverhill areas we conducted 
an additional training program in North Haverhill in the fall and 15 individuals completed 
this training program. We now have a total of 80 trained Hospice volunteers to support area 
residents. 


Our organization was very pleased this year to offer support to two new area programs. 
We provided volunteer services to the North Country Home Health Agency’s new Medicare 
Hospice Program and we offered supportive care to patients and families in the Littleton 
Regional Hospital’s new Hospice Room which opened in May. 


In 1995 our program provided supportive care to one resident from Sugar Hill. In addition, 
one resident of Sugar Hill completed the volunteer training program. 


Your support of Hospice of the Littleton Area is greatly appreciated as we enter our 
seventh year of providing care to residents of area communities.
